This amazing biography/autobiography of 
the author, her mother and grandmother 
(subtitled “three daughters of China”) spans 
the 20th century in mainland China. It has 
it all: romance, history, war, repression, 
horror, politics, war, famine, suffering, tri- 
umph, loyalty, rape, murder. Chang’s 
grandmother “...became the concubine of 
a warlord general” at the age of 15 in 1924. 
Her life, like that of most in China at the 
time, was restrictive, unpredictable, and 
dangerous. But she was “fortunate” to have 
had powerful connections, a strong, intel- 
ligent daughter, and five grandchildren. 
Most of the book describes the life of Jung 
Chang’s mother, born in 1931 just as Japan 
invaded Manchuria. She lives through Japa- 
nese invasions, the rise and fall of the 
Kuomintang, and the rise of Communism. 
She marries a powerful communist leader, 
achieves power in her own right under the 
new “People’s Republic,” and has five 
children. She is imprisoned, tortured, and 
ultimately disillusioned by the cult of Mao 
and the Cultural Revolution. Chang’s his- 
tory is enlightening and inspiring about a 
period and place little known in the West. 
It is also a personal tribute to her family’s 
enduring love and loyalty, and the beauty 
and breadth of China’s culture and geogra- 
phy. Cooper’s reading will make Chang’s 
long, intricate, clearly written story readily 
accessible to reluctant readers (I am fre- 
quently one, because I spend so much time 
on a computer my eyes are too tired to 
actually read), but especially to those put 
off by Chinese words or propaganda. Coo- 
per, a British stage, film and television 
actress, flawlessly follows the author’s 
pronunciation guide from the book, mak- 
ing the names and places magical and 
musical. Her moderate, appropriate pace, 
clarity, and consistent presentation are truly 
professional. The book’s map, photos, chro- 
nology, and family tree should be available 
for listeners.
